IV.  Class  meetings 

□  Present  Condition

known  to  the  representatives  of  the  Senate. 

□  Proposed  Change

McMichael  Speaks 
On  Convo  Program 

The  Rev.  Glenn  McMichael, 
pastor  of  the  Waverly  Methodist 
church,  spoke  at  the  Wartburg 
college  convocation,  Tuesday  on 
the  subject  of  “What  We  Really 
Want  to  Know.” 

“What  we  really  want  to 
know,"  stated  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Michael,  “are  <1)  how  to  make  a 
living.  (2)  how  to  serve,  (3) 
how  to  be  educated  enough 
that  life  will  be  stimulating  or 
exciting  and  (4)  how  to  fulfill 
our  destiny,  so  that  we  have  con¬ 
tentment  and  fullness  of  life." 

The  speaker  especially  stressed 
the  fourth  point,  bringing  out  that 
order  to  fulfill  our  destiny,  we 
...ust  discipline  ourselves,  "disci¬ 
pline"  being  a  word  which  the 
modern  world  does  not  take  se¬ 
riously.  These  disciplines  must  be, 
for  example,  those  of  prayer  and 
spiritual  life  and  in  exercise  of 
private  judgment. 

Another  quality  needed,  the 
speaker  pointed  out,  is  the  con¬ 
viction  that  there  are  some  things 
worth  dying  for.  The  greater 
number  of  items  on  this  list,  the 
peaceful  one  may  become. 


“In  breaking  this  ground,  we 
are  fully  conscious  it  is  God’s 
ground,"  said  President  C.  H. 
Becker  as  he  turned  over  the  first 
spadeful  of  dirt. 

“We  hope  it  is  only  the  begin¬ 
ning,"  stated  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lang¬ 
holz.

Massive  Human  Pipe  Organ 
Presents  Inspiring  Concert

A  massive  human  pipe  organ 
presented  a  concert  in  the  Wa- 
verly  high  school  auditorium  last 
Sunday  evening,  a  concert  that 
was  inspiring, 
cally  exacting. 

This  pipe  organ  consisted  of  the 
51  members  of  the  Wartburg  a 
cappella  choir,  and  its  organist 
was  Dr.  Edwin  Liemohn.  direc¬ 
tor.  No  other  metaphor  would  be 
more  fitting  to  describe  the  col¬ 
lege  choir,  for  it  did  look  and 
sound  like  an  organ,  each  pipe 
pointing  physically  and  musically 


and  responding  exactly 
most  minute  motions  of 
the  director. 

Organ-like  Perfection. 

Enjoyably  apparent  in  the 
choir’s  presentation  was  its  organ- 
like  perfection  in  expression.  It 
seemed  that  Dr.  Liemohn  had  but 
to  pull  an  imaginary  stop  to  have 
the  human  organ  give  the  precise 
response.  A  notable  example  of 
this  came  in  the  ending  of  the 
hymn  "Have  Mercy  and  Spare," 
which  Audra  Peters,  junior 


contralto,  had  the  solo  part. 

Especially  enjoyable  were  the 
|  two  movements  of  Dr.  Liemohn’s 
composition  "Mass  in  the  Aoelian 
Mode."  The  “Sanctus”  movement 
featured  an  off-stage  echo  quar¬ 
tet.  and  the  “Agnus  Dei"  was 
notable  for  its  giant  crescendo 
and  decrescendo. 

Humming  Is  Outstanding. 

“Noel  of  the  Bressan  Whits," 
an  adaptation  by  the  choir  di¬ 
rector,  was  also  outstanding  for 
the  humming  in  the  background  of 
the  contralto  solo  by  Lois  Land- 
deck,  senior. 

The  combination  of  an  arrange¬ 
ment  by  Dr.  Liemohn,  a  soprano 
solo  by  Betty  Blehm,  junior,  and 
a  timeless  query  made  the  simple 
‘Were  You  There?"  one  of  the 
worthiest  numbers  on  the  pro¬ 
gram,  probably  equaled  only  by 
ar.  F.  Melius  Christiansen  ar¬ 
rangement  of  “Father  Most  Holy” 
with  Marvin  Goetz,  sophomore 
baritone,  as  soloist.  Goetz’s  pres¬ 
entation  left  very  little  more  to 
be  desired  by  the  audience. 
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Six  Weeks  For  Planning 

With  only  six  more  weeks  remaining  in  the  collegiate 
year,  it  is  time  to  make  plans  for  1948- ’49  in  every  part  of  the 
college.  This  planning  applies  to  the  TRUMPET  sis  much  as 
it  does  to  any  other  activity  on  the  Wartburg  campus. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  only  too  often  this  year,  both  in 
this  column  and  in  the  personal  gripes  of  staff  members,  that 
putting  out  a  weekly  newspaper  is  a  major  operation.  True, 
one  person  could  easily  manage  it  if  he  devoted  all  his  time 
to  such  a  job,  but  college  students — even  college  journalists 
— have  a  few  classes  and  other  activities  that  seem  to  keep 
them  busy.  This  means  that  the  TRUMPET  will  need  many 
additional  staff  members  next  year,  both  to  replace  those 
leaving  this  year  and  to  relieve  part  of  the  heavy  loads  being 
carried  by  some  staff  members. 

Why  go  out  for  the  TRUMPET  as  an  extracurricular 
activity? 

The  staff  may  be  prejudiced,  but  the  greater  part  of  it 
agrees  that  the  experience  gained  by  working  on  a  news¬ 
paper — even  one  as  small  as  this  one — is  about  the  most  val¬ 
uable  on  the  Wartburg  campus.  This  is  not  an  activity  for 
students  who  are  preparing  for  the  journalistic  profession 
alone ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  one  which  should  concern  anyone 
with  the  faintest  interest  in  newspapers. 

The  TRUMPET  sounds  this  week,  not  for  able-bodied 
nor  even  for  able-brained  students  necessarily,  but  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  would  like  to  be  the  people  behind  it  next  year. 
That  goes  for  future  editors,  as  well  as  for  future  stamp- 
iickers. 

All  that  is  required  of  a  future  staff  member  at  the 
present  time  is  that  he  or  she  have  energy  enough  to  walk 
over  to  the  TRUMPET  office  in  the  "White  House"  and  in¬ 
dicate  his  or  her  desires  in  regard  to  future  journalistic  em¬ 
ployment.  The  wages  are  small — in  fact,  nothing — but  the 
receipts  are  worth  the  effort.

But  now  we  ask  ourselves,  "Is  there  any  le¬ 
gitimate  excuse  or  logical  reason  for  missing  a  daily  chance 
to  meditate  and  worship  with  fellow-Christians?” 

Wartburg  college — and  that  includes  all  of  us — professes 
to  be  a  Christian  institution,  and  it  apparently  lives  up  to  its 
Christian  traditions ;  but  every  once  in  a  while  the  spirit 
forgets  to  move  some  of  us  and  we  neglect  the  most  important 
part  of  life,  communion  with  God. 

Certainly  those  studies,  the  weather  or  that  “certain 
someone”  isn’t  so  important  that  he  or  she  can’t  wait  20  or 
30  minutes  to  give  us  an  opporunity  to  take  advantage  of  the 
greatest  right  possessed  by  a  free  Christian,  that  of  wor¬ 
shipping  his  God  in  the  wholesome  company  of  fellow-be¬ 
lievers.

Under  the  guidance  of  Richard 
Trapp,  junior,  the  meeting 
opened  with  a  report  on  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  party  given  by  Omar 
Bonderud,  sophomore,  and  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  reading  of  the  plat¬ 
form  by  Clifford  Dirksen,  senior, 
and  a  report  on  the  Student  Sen¬ 
ate  meeting  held  the  night  before 
by  John  Walker,  sophomore. 

“The  progressive  party  was  not 
an  organization  when  it  started 
two  months  ago.  It  was  only  a 
group  of  students  interested  in 
better  student  government.  We 
obtained  the  constitutions  of  the 
student  bodies  of  various  other 
Lutheran  colleges  and  applied 
some  of  their  principles  to  our 
situation  by  incorporating  them 
into  our  platform.”  stated  Bon¬ 
derud  at  the  meeting. 

Walker  Reports. 

Walker  reported  that  four  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Progressive  party  and 
the  student  Senate  had  a  friendly 
discussion  period  at  which  the 
points  in  the  party  platform  were 
reviewed.  The  Senate,  therefore, 
proposed  that  one  point,  that  of 
permitting  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  students  to  amend  the  consti¬ 
tution.  be  acted  upon  at  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Student  Senate  next 
Monday  evening.

in  student  government  as  a  whole. 
Minutes’  Posting  Backed. 

Posting  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Student  Senate  and  publishing  of 
the  same  is  another  matter  that 
the  Progressive  party  backs. 

"Because  we  found  no  other 


name  immediately  we  called  our¬ 
selves  a  party,  but  we  could  have 
called  ourselves  ‘the  group.’  ”  was 
the  answer  of  the  chairman  to  the 
question  "Why  did  you  call  your¬ 
self  a  party?” 

Members  of  the  temporary 
executive  committee  of  the  party 
are  Richard  Trapp,  chairman; 
James  Zuehl,  junior  and  vice- 
chairman:  Clifford  Dirksen.  sec¬ 
retary;  John  Walker,  treasurer.
